LONDON (/n — Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and Communiât p arty 
chief Nikita Khrushchev strode 
grimly from a crucial meeting to­ 
day with Prime Minister Eden, 
amid p lummeting hop es for any 
solid British-Soviet agreement on 
world issues. 
Moments later the Soviet lead­ 
ers p ostp oned for 36 hours a news 
conference they had scheduled for 
tomorrow. A British Foreign Of­ 
fice sp okesman said he could not 
exp lain the reason. 
With the Soviet-British talks in 
their final stage—this was the next 
to the last session—the Russian 
leaders looked almost sullen as 
they left No. 10 Downing St. 
Eden did not come to the door 
of his official residence to see the 
Soviet leaders out. Staring stolidly 
ahead, the Russians hurried to 
their waiting car to b e driven to 
the House of Commons for a lunch­ 
eon given b y the sp eaker. 
British alarm and resentment 
mounted as a result of Khrush­ 
chev’s two sp eeches yesterday in 
which he b ragged ab out Soviet 
guided missiles with H-b omb war­ 
heads and talked tough to Lab or 
leaders critical of Communist p ol­ 
icies. 
"Khrushchev drop s the mask," 
•aid a typ ical headline describ ing 
the acrimonious clash last night 
b etween the Soviet p arty head and 
Lab or p arty leaders over the stat­ 
us of Socialists and Jews in Rus­ 
sia and the Red b loc nations. 
Even the most leftist of the So­ 
cialists seemed shocked. 
Informed op inion here traced 
Khrushchev’s new tone to a com­ 
b ination of irritation over the cool 
recep tion he and Premier Bulgan­ 
in have received and their failure 
to b reak down Britain’s determina­ 
tion not to trade in strategic goods. 
There had b een rep orts that 
some p rogress was made on the 
Middle East p rob lem b ut there ap ­ 
p eared to b e a deadlock in mat­ 
ters o i tra(te and East-West con­ 
tacta. 
Moaoow radio, meanwhile, b ol- 
•tered sp eoulation that the Soviet 
Union exp ects Brtiam to help the 
Russians make , closer contact with 
(b e United States. 
The Moscow b roadcast (juoted 
Rhruab chev as contending that 
the Soviet government would like 
good, friendly relations with all 
p owers, including the U n i t e d 
States. 
There have b een rep orts here 
that Bulganin and Khrushchev are 
fishing for an invitation to visit the 
United States and are hop ing the 
British might help them get it.

— The 
Missouri House b ump ed heads 
with the Senate again today in its 
defense of Col. James D. Carter, 
director of corrections. 
The House refused to accep t the 
Senate notion that a commission 
to locate a new medium security 
p rison should receive the money 
for tl» land p urchase. Instead, the 
House sent the $50,000 b ill b ack 
to the Senate with a doub le-b ar­ 
reled request: 
Either change the b ill b ack to 
the original House version so the 
money would go to Carter for 
p urchase of any needed land; 
Or agree that a Senate-House 
conference committee ^ouW work 
out a comp romise. 
Yesterday the House sent b ack 
to the Senate the key p rison b ill, 
authorizing the construction of the 
medium security institutioa. 
It 
ap p eared to b e headed for a con­ 
ference committee also. 
Also returned to the Senate to­ 
day, with a request for a try at 
settling House-Senate differences 
was a catchall ap p rop riation sup ­ 
p lying some 22 million in emer­ 
gency funds for various state 
agencies. The House didn’t like a 
Senate 
p rovision 
which, House 
memb ers said, might p revent p ay 
ment of b ills contracted in the p ast 
few months. 
One b ig change in the medium 
security b iU, made b y the House 
yesterday, constituted a rejection 
of the Senate’s p rop osal to b ar 
Carter from any p art in locating 
or b uilding the new facility. 
The Senate, in effect, took Car 
ter off the site commission and 
gave the commission sup ervision 
to the b oard of Pub lic Buildings 
instead of the corrections dep art­ 
ment. 
The House took the stand that 
Carter had too b ig a stake in the 
new p rison, its location, its con­ 
struction and its op eration, to b e 
b arred from the job . 
The House also changed the 
b ill—desp ite op p osition from rep ­ 
resentatives of organized lab or— 
so that p rison p roduced materials 
could bf' used in the new p rison. 
^ n sors said that would give 
work to idle convicts and would 
save the state some money 
in 
material costs. The Corrections 
Dep artment has several rock quar­ 
ries which could p roduce aggre­ 
gate for concrete and cut stone for 
walls. 
But memb ers rep resenting large 
union areas said it would b e p ut­ 
ting convicts into conM>€ tition witli 
free lab or. Some Democrats joined 
a large b loc of minority Rep ub ­ 
licans to ap p rove the change. 
With Just four days of the sp ecial 
session left the Senate will have 
to ap p rove the House changes or 
the b ill will have to go into con­ 
ference committee quickly.

Construction of 400 government 
housing units at Whiteman Air 
Force Base will b egin this week. 
Col. Charles V. Neil, b ase com­ 
mander, said yesterday. 
The $6,035,994 contract for the 
work was awarded March 23 b y 
the Army Corp s of Engineers in 
Kansas City to the J. W. Bateson 
Construction Co. of Dallas, Tex. 
The site of the p roject, covering 
ap p roximately 160 acres, is located 
along the west and northwest edges 
of the b ase adjoining Knob Noster 
state p ark. Ab out 40 acres were 
donated to the federal government 
b y Edwin C. Houx. p resident of the 
Peop les National Bank in Warren« - 
b urg. 
The contract calls for flie com­ 
p letion of 150 units within 400 days. 
The entire p roject must b e finished 
within 600 calendar days. 


Of single story, wood frame con­ 
struction. the b uildings will consist 
of 185 dup lexes and 30 single fam­ 
ily units. The houses will b e of two 
and three b edroom design. 
The 400 units will b e occup ied 
b y the 300 airmen and 100 officers 
most necessary to carry out the 
IMiiteman Air Force B ^e emer­ 
gency p lans. It is anticip ated an­ 
other 90 units will b e required to 
comp lete the housing requirements 
of Whiteman Air Force Base and 
p lans for this construction will b e 
announced at a later date. 
The contractor also will install 
streets, sidewalks, driveway» , util­ 
ity lines, construct culvert and 
storm drains and seed or sod the 
entire housing area. 
Houses will b e set at different 
angles and levels, taking advan­ 
tage of all existing landscap ing 


Each unit will have a carp ort in 
which will b e located an enclosed 
storage area. 
All driveways will b e p aved and 
all homes will have ceramic tile 
b athrooms and garb age dLsp osal 
units. The houses are designed so 
that each unit will have face stone 
exterior wall p anels or p lanters. 
The initial p hase of construction 
will include installation of streets 
and utiities. 
Commenting on the p roject, Col. 
Neil said, "Many reviewing of­ 
ficials at higher headquarters have 
rep eatedly remarked that the de 
sign of these houses is one of the 
b est they have ever seen.

Defense Heads Try So ft-Pedal Le May

WASHINGTON — The moit pub llciied general 
of the Air Force, cigar-chewing. Big Bomb er 
Curtis Le May has b een under pressure from 
civ ilian b osses of the Defense Department not 
to talk — at least not v ery audib ly — b efore 
the Symington Committee on lagging air power. 
Senator Symington’s charge that the Eisen­ 
hower Administration has let our air strength 
lag b ehind Russia has the administration wor­ 
ried, and they hav e b een doing their b est to 
counteract his inv estigation. 
First, Secretary Wilson upped the allotment 
for giant B-52 b omb ers b y half a b illion. Sec­ 
ond. the Air Force inv ited 150 newsmen to San 
Diego to see the unv eiling of its newest, fastest 
jet. 
Howev er, Symington, who was the first Secre­ 
tary of the Air Force, still claims U. S. air 
power is b ehind Russia’s, and he has the intelli­ 
gence reports and the photos from Moscow to 
prov e It. 
So General Le May is b eing called to taU the 
Senate, in effect whether SymingUm la r i |^ 
or his civ ilian b osses in the Pentagon are rifdit. 
This puts Le May 
much on the spot. 
But if he giv es the unadulterated facts, as he 
has giv en them priv ately, Le May wiU testify 
(hat he needs 2,000 B-S 2*b immediately, compar­ 
ed with the 1 8 n o w 
ready to fly. He will testify 
that the air fo rce req u ires 
far more men and 
more widely dispersed air b ases than the Eis­ 
enhower Administration has granted. 
Mr. Sam’s So rro w 
Sam Rayb urn, who entered the House of Rep- 
resentativ ea as a young congresiman from Tex­ 
as when Woodrow Wilson b ecame President, has 
liv ed to see more human joy and more sor­ 
row than most. 
He has liv ed to b ecome Speaker of the House, 
and, perhaps ev en more important, he has liv ed 
to see the laws he passed — the Securi^ mid 
Exchange Commission, Rural Electrification, 
the Federal Communications CoRuniasion — b e­ 
come part of the foundation of gov ernment.

He 
was there sev eral weeks. 
While Sam was there his nephew, Charles 
Rayb urn, b ecame sick. The doctor operated im­ 
mediately. b ut not in time. The neplMW died. 
When his mother was giv en the news. Mm. 
Rayb urn, a heart patient, had a fatal attack — 
two deaths in the Rayb urn family within a day. 
Mr. Sam is now b ack in Washington pushing 
the b usiness of the sometimes ungainly, unwieldy 
House of Representativ es.

The ultimate answer to the can­ 
cer prob lem is th e acq uisition of 
knowledge of improv ed methods of 
detection, prev ention, 
and treat­ 
ment through research. 
Vast q uantities of riciUed re­ 
search, time and money are now 
going into these projects. While one 
cannot prophesy just what will hap­ 
pen — and when — the ev entual 
outlook is filldd with hope. 
In the meanwhile, cancer must 
b e fought with the intelligence and 
methods so far av ailab le. 
It is appropriate, therefore, to 
consider the sub ject in connection 
with the April campaign of the 
American Cancer Society to “Fight 
Cancer With a Checkup — and a 
Check.” 
I am dead set against the idea 
that anyone should go around in a 
fog of fear of acq uiring cancer. It 
would b e so easy to b ecome ov er­ 
anxious. Some people make them­ 
selv es miserab le b y doing so. 
Howev er, there is a great dif­ 
ference, in my opinion, b etween the 
common-sense approach to ©ancer 
and b lind panic. 
The first point to realize Is that 
many who dev elop cancer can b e 
sav ed. They cannot, howev er, b e 
helped unless they hav e some 
knowledge of what to do them­ 
selv es, and what (he doctor can do 
for them. 
The first step is to b e aware of 
what the American Cancer Society 
has named the sev en danger sig­ 
nals: any sore that does not heal.

a lun^ or thickening ih the b reast 
or elsewhere, unusual b leeding or 
discharge, any change in a wart or 
mole, persistent indigestion or dif- 
ficul^r in swallowing, persistent 
hoarseness or cou^, and a n y 
change in normal b owel hab its. 
If a person notices any one of 
these danger signals, he should not 
^iinp to the conclusion that the 
cause is cancer. Howev er, h e 
tb ouki go at once to a physician 
who can institute the necessary 
di^nostic tests. 
Delay in doing so can b e, and 
unfortunately too often is, fatal. 
The successful treatment of any 
cancer depends on finding it early 
and the doctor ob v iously cannot do 
so unless the patient giv es him the 
chance. 
It must b e said, too, that cancer 
can exist ev en in the ab sence of 
these danger signals. Conseq uently, 
it is wise to hav e periodic physical 
checkups as often as adv ised b y 
one’s physician. 
Perhaps this month is a good 
time to start. 
Most people, I suppose, are fa­ 
miliar with the present methods 
o i 
treating cancer. These consist in 
remov al of the cancerous tissue b y 
surgery, and (he use of radioactiv e 
material, principally X -rtys and 
radiutn. 
Vast amounts of research are 
going on with these and other 
methods and it is now possib le to 
reach successfully, b y surgery or 
radioactiv e methods, cancers which 
could not hav e b een touched ev en 
a few years ago.

“The Euro­ 
peans v alue themselv es on hav ing 
sub dued the horse to the uses of 
man; b ut I doub t whether we hav e 
not lost more than we hav e gained 
b y u.se of this animal . . . An Indian 
goes on foot nearly as far in one 
day . . . as an enfeeb led white on 
his horse*. . .” Just what would 
'Jefierson say today of the “en­ 
feeb led white” in his auto? 
He also would hav e b een shocked 
b y the lev el of in.stallment b uying. 
To his daughter Martha, who had 
contracted to b uy clothes she could 
not pay for, Jefferson wrote: “ . . . 
This is a departure from that rule 
I wish to see you gov erned b y. 
through your whole life, of nev er 
b uying anything which you hav e 
not money in your pocket to pay 
for. Be assured that it giv es much 
more pain to the mind to b e in 
deb t, than to do without any article 
which we may seem to want.” 
And Jefferson could get off the 
graceful compliment: “The morn­ 
ing you left us,” he wrote Angelica 
Church, “all was wrong, ev en the 
sunshine was prov oking, 
w i t h 
which I had nev er q uarreled b e­ 
fore . . . ” 


Think ing 
It Over

There was once a man who 
claimed to b e an atheist. He set 
out to make a b etter world on 
his own terms and -for his own 
b enefit. After a few years he b e­ 
came emb ittered b ecause people 
did not agree with him and b e­ 
cause they did not fit into his 
pattern. 
One day his wife was .seriously 
injured in an automob ile accident. 
She was giv en no hope for re­ 
cov ery. The doctor told the dis­ 
b eliev er that only God could sav e 
his wife’s life. 
In 
desperation, 
the 
husb and 
sought for someone who b eliev ed 
in God and who could pray. Ulti­ 
mately he turned to the man 
whom he had most wronged. He 
asked his enemy to pray. 
He 
asked that God perform a mir­ 
acle and prev ent his wife from 
dying. 
The opponent in worldly con­ 
flict agreed to pray if the av owed 
atheist would also pray. He cried 
out in agony that he did not know 
how to pray, b ecause he did not 
b eliev e in God, 
“But you do b eliev e in God and 
you are praying already,” said 
his new-found friend. “The b egin­ 
ning of prayer is turning to the 
Being Who is higher than man. 
You hav e turned to Him and hav e 
asked for a miracle greater than 
man can perform b y himself.” 
The wife liv ed, and God came 
to liv e in their strangely happy 
home. 


Freedom was his concern. To 
Madison he noted that the ’Tncon- 
v eniences of (the Bill of Rights) 
are that it may cramp gov ernment 
in its useful exertions. But the 
ev il of this is short liv ed, mode^ 
ate, and reparab le. The inconv en­ 
iences of the want of a declaration 
are permanent, afflicting and ir­ 
reparab le.” 
He could b e tough. “Officers who 
hav e b een guilty of gross ab uses 
of office,” he wrote his ally El- 
b ridge Gerry after b ecoming Pres­ 
ident, “I shall now remov e . . . 
Those who hav e acted well hav e 
nothing to fear, howev er they hav e 
differed from me in opinion: those 
who hav e done ill. howev er, hav e 
nothing to hope 
. . . ” 
He had his troub les with the 
press. John Norell, 
a Philadelphia 
printer who b ecome a Senator 
from Michigan, asked Jefferson 
how a newspaper should b e con­ 
ducted. “I should answer.” Jeffer­ 
son replied, “b y restraining it to 
true facts and sound principles 
only. Yet I fear such a paper 
would find few sub scrib ers. It is 
a melancholy truth, that a sup- 
pres.sion of the press could not 
more completely depriv e the nation 
of it.s b enefits, than is done b y its 
ab andoned pro.stitution to false­ 
hood . . . " < Similar expressions 
hav e b een v oiced b y oth(Ts in the 
White House> . . . But it was the 
same Jefferson who wrote that 
“were it left to me to decidt 
whether we should hav e a gov ern­ 
ment without newspapers, or news­ 
papers without 
a gov ernment, I 
should not hesitate for a moment 
to prefer the latter.”

TV Writing Is Difficult, Pa y Is Go o d 


By CHARLES MERCER 
NEW YORK (B -“Even I ! - I 
can write a better script!** 
That is often the Reeling of TV 
viewers as they switch off their 
seta after watching a comedy or 
drama on which scores of p^ple, 
besides the writer or 
writers, 
have worked for a long time. 
Here’s s o m e t h i ng from the 
horse’s mouth on the subject—the 
views of Herbert Hirschmah, the 
script editor for Alcoa Hour (NBC- 
TV): 
“Creative writing for television 
is far more difficult than any 
neophyte playwright might im 
agine. The remuneration is good— 
as high as $2,500 for an hourlong 
script on Alcoa Hour, for example, 
although some top TY shows pay 
$1,200—$100 over the $1,100 mini­ 
mum required by the latest Writ­ 
er’s Guild pact. 
“However, anybody who goes in 
TV writing mainly for the rnoney 
involved is bound to fail if he 


thinks that contrived situations, 
characterizations and diaolgue will 
sell any TV editor. 
“To be a successful writer a 
person must sincerely feel he has 
something to say, a story to teU. 
Only in that way wiU the script 
contain that essence of truth which 
the TV audience will recognize as 
such. 
“One can’t write a script eve­ 
nings in a week after days spent 
working at a full-time job. Scripts 
grow only after months of hard, 
sustained work by even the most 
gifted of TV playwrights. 
“After writing one, put it away 
for a week and don’t even think 
about it. Too many young writers 
send their scripts out immediately 
after finishing them. A week’s 
respite will give you a fresher 
approach to your work as a whole. 
“A TV manuscript should be 
neat and legible, but the author 
need not follow a regular TV for­ 
mat. What is important is the con-

tent, not the format in which It 
is typed. 
“The best way to handle the sale 
of a script is througdi a recognized 
iterary agent who knows what 
type of drama might best suit 
what particular show. Scripts that 
come in unsolicited thurough the 
mail to producers of individual 
shows aren’t given much attention 
because the chance of finding a 
good script among them is slim. 
But an agent’s submissions are 
given serious attention because a 
producer knows a reputable agent 
won’t submit poor material.’’

In depen d­ 
en t v oters may choose either. 
In the write-in , the v oters are 
asked to n ame their preferen ce for 
the presiden tial n omin ation of their 
party . An y n ame they write in is 
cou n ted.
